Applicant argues that Koike fails to present no search term density information. The Examiner disagrees, Koike teaches small tick marks 
to indicate that at least one instance of a search term occurred, as pointed out by the Applicant and the original office action. Since there 
are marks indicating a search term has occurred and there are some instances of no search terms occurring, then it is shown that the 
places where there is a tick mark is more dense than one without such a mark. 

As per claims 11-14, and 16, the test for obviousness is not whether the features of a secondary reference may be bodily incorporated 
into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the 
references. Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art.
